REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee of Cornish. 


CITIZENS: 

Your Superintendent respectfully submitsto you his third 
annual Report upon the condition and progress of education in our 
public schools. 

There have been 31 terms taught in 15 districts. The number 
of different scholars is 289. Twenty teachers have been employed; 
18 females, and 2 males. Three, only, were beginners. Eleven 
are residents of Cornish. We have retained the services of 11 who 
taught in town last year—3 going to their old schools. The whole 
amount of school funds is $1327.20 Average expense per scholar 
$ 4.55. 

The appended statistical table gives the names of the Prudential 
Committee and Teachers—the length of terms in weeks, the whole 
and average attendance in terms, the amount of money received 
in the districts, the wages of the teachers per month, including 
board, number of visitors, visits of Superintendent, and the number 
of different scholars attending in the districts during the school 
year. Other particulars may be mentioned, as follows: 


No. 1. (‘‘Batuocn’s.”) The three terms were taught by Miss 
Awotr E. Wexp. She discharged her duties with fidelity to her- 
self, and to those under her instruction. The order was good; her 
scholars knew what it was to walk on a line; that was right. Les- 
sons were well learned and well understood. Hence we can report 
a perceptible advance during each term. 


No. 2. (“ ABbove THE BripGs.”) Summer and Fall terms were 
taught by Miss Mary A. Corn. She seemed interested in the prog- 
ress of her pupils, but in methods uncertain. I think an inorease 
of courage and perseverance would have aided her in realizing her 
expectations. These terms were to a good degree satisfactory,

Winter term was taught by Mr. T. A. Goorzy. He was a ripe 
scholar, and a graduate from Woodstock Academy, Vt. Services 
rendered there as assistant teacher, and fifteen months’ experience 
in common school teaching richly qualified him for his winter’s 
work. He was a vigorous thinker, original and clear in questions, 
fresh and coneise in answers. This school made great progress. 
They understood what they recited. No one questioned his author- 
ity, but obeyed at once. Positive discipline makes it easy for 
teacher and scholar. 


No. 3. (‘Stepney A. Tracy’s.”) Both terms were taught by 
Miss Harrie J. Hruprers. Miss H. has taught here four sucees- 
sive terms. She is earnest and persevering in her efforts. We al- 
ways find mutual good feeling between her and pupils. There has 
been great advance. Parents second the labors of the teacher, and 
scholars go to school to learn. The closing examinations were 
lively. There were 41 compositions written and read during the 
term—also, 103 declamations. 


No.4. (‘ Dinexeton.’”) Both terms were tanght by Miss Han- 
NAH T. Demina. Miss D. has taught 463 months. Her experience 
and positiveness help her much in school work. Her scholars 
obey and study. Singing was successfully practised. It is pleas- 
ant to note good improvement. The classes in Geography and 
Arithmetic did remarkably well. 


No. 5. (‘‘FreemAN Hucerns’.”) The Summer and Fall terms 
were taught-by Miss Lizzie 8. Baton. Miss B.’s literary qualifi- 
cations are excellent. She was thorough and aecurate in her in- 
struction. The order was fair; scholars cheerful and attentive. 
It was pleasant to enjoy the closing examination with so many of 
the citizens, both terms. 


No. 6. (‘Tue Fuat.”) Miss 8. A. Bryant and Miss Mary R. 
TYLER, teachers. 


Miss B. has had a long and successful experience in teaching, 
She has taught in this district five terms. This school made fair 
improvement in the different branches. At the closing examina- 
tion there were dialogues, declamations and singing, which added 
to the interest of the occasion. A goodly number of friends were 
present, and the afternoon was one of interest to all. 

Winter term.—Miss T. has taught several terms before. Her lit- 
erary attainments are of fair order. Visiting her school, one 
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would at once be impressed by her working habits. The average 
attendance this term was ten more than either of the two preced- 
ing winter terms. She gave her time and strength unreservedly 
to her pupils. She said, ‘ J have done the best I could.” There 
was a partial failure in discipline, some scholars being uneasy and 
restless. But there was a good proficiency made in Arithmetic, 
Geography and spelling. 

No. 7. (‘Tae Center.”) Both terms were under the charge 
of Mrs. Hattie A. Harrtneroy. There has been a steady and per- 
ceptible advance, in all branches, from the beginniug to the close 
of this year,—as last. Mrs. H. has a happy faculty of winning 
the confidence and affection of her scholars. The children are very 
fond of their teacher. These have been two prosperous years for 
the Center School. 


No. 8. (‘‘Gowarp.”) Miss Nevure E. Morean and Geo. L. 
DeEmine, teachers. They are teachers of culture—clear, strong 
and sound thinkers—systematic in method, and frequent in review. 
The classes were carefully trained. Teachers and scholars merit 
praise. ; 


No. 9. (‘Town Houss”) Miss Lizziz V. CharK and Miss Lv- 
ELLA F’. Smita, teachers. 


Miss C. emphasized in this school her former reputation, Pa- 
rents and scholars were satisfied. , 

Miss §. is a superior scholar. All the classes made good prog- 
ress under her instruction. She prepared daily a brief outline of 
lessons, which she used frequently in reviews. By this method 
she was able to ask many important questions in a few minutes. 
Such outlines are the necessary aids of teachers who would en- 
force facts upon the scholars’ minds. There was some failure in 
discipline. 

No. 10. (“ Epmtyster”) This school was under the charge of 
Miss Jennie L. Jackson, both terms. 

Her literary attainments are excellent, and she succeeded well 
in her district. 

Seldom do we see teacher and scholars work more vigorously 
and harmoniously together. Order was good. Improvement, 
very good. 


No. 11. (‘Tue Crty.”) Both terms of this school were taught 
by Miss C. F. Surry, an excellent scholar, and sound thinker. This 
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school was carried straight forward in scholarship and order. Here 
I saw the workings of a brief outline of lessons. 
These outlines make ready and thorough teacher and scholars. 


No. 12. (‘‘PoppysquasH.”’) Both terms were taught by Miss 
Abbie L. Clark. Her best endeavors were put forth, and good 
order and good progress with the warm affections of her pupils, 
were her reward. 


The three years past, this district has raised a special tax of 
twenty-five dollars, annually, to lengthen the school. 


No. 13. (‘‘Norman A. Deminea’s.”) Both terms were taught 
by Miss Ortetra E. Burt. She was a beginner, possessing rare 
energy aud perseverance, At once, she won the esteem and confi- 
dence of her school, by her fidelity and working habits. These 
scholars learned well what they passed over. This was a fine 
school. 


No. 15. (‘“Joun. M. Root’s.”) Here Miss Litu1an E. Yore 
taught her first term. The order was good.—Teacher and scholars 
busy. Fair progress. 

No. 16. (‘‘ Texas.”) Miss Emrny Leavtrt, and Miss Repecca 
L. Bryant, Teachers. 

Miss L. is a model teacher. She teaches by topics, scarcely using 
a text book. Nothing is passed over until understood. She makes 
practical scholars. 

This was Miss B.’s first term. She gives evidence of ability to 
teach. ‘The closing examination was highly satisfactory. 


PROGRESS. 


Our schools the past year, usually, have been good, some very 
good. Most of our teachers have had considerable experience, and 
realized the responsibility resting upon them in shaping the char- 
acter of youth. Generally, there has been a desire on the part of 
scholars to raise the standard of our schools. Usually, parents 
have done much by encouraging words and by visiting the schools. 
The common branches have been carefully taught. Many of the 
schools have been lengthened by giving the board. 


SUGGESTIONS TO PARENTS, 


Be wise in selecting your Prudential Committees. They dis- 
burse your funds, hire the teacher and make repairs. Help your 
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teachers by-kind words and acts. See that your children go the 
first day and go regularly. 

Review with them, their studies—you will learn something— 
your children muck more. 

Be slow to find fault with your Teacher—School troubles too 
often have their sourses in the homes. 

Let us labor te build up, never to destroy, a healthy school in- 
fluence, 


COUNSEL FOR TEACHERS. 


The teachers pesition is a responsible one. Hence prepare by 
attending our best Academies. Geta thorough knowledge of the 
branches taught. Put into your work, soul and body. Be posi- 
tive, doubtiag nothing you attempt. Be sure you understand 
what you would explain. Study the lessons of your scholars be- 
fore you hear them receite.
